What do they all mean? Let the 
experts explain. The important fact 
is that whatever their titles, whom- 
ever they are supposed to hit—we, 
the people, pay the final bill. 

Not directly, of course—but in the 
natural course of events. AS 
economists explain, the industries 
ard other producers at whom such 
levies ostensibly are aimed must 
raise the tax money somehow. 
How? The obvious method is to 
add it to the price of their prod- 
ucts—of the things which the aver- 
age worker and his wife and -chil+ 
dren need and must buy. 


That’s why we are told there’s a 
hidden tax in every railroad fare 
we pay, in every market basket we 
carry, in every rent bill we meet, in 
every suit we wear, in every *phone 
call we make, in every mile we drive. 

That’s why heavy taxes, wherever 
aimed, boost the cost of living for 
every worker and consumer—for the 
overwhelming majority of American 
families. That’s why, regardless of 
titles, such taxes retain what 
writers call the “personal touch.” 

Trick names for taxes can obscure 
these facts, but they cannot lower 
the H. C. L. That must be achieved 
by reducing waste in government— 
which makes heavy taxes necessary.

Through a change in the catalog- 
ing of WPA plays, “School Days,” 
known as Play 4A, was re-numbered 
3A. Play 4A became “Parisian 
Nights,” a spicy revue for presen- 
tation at veterans hospitals and 
other places where the WPA felt it 
might be appreciated. When 4A 
was ordered for the high school, 
“Parisian Nights” instead of 
“School Days’ was sent out. Its 
short skirts and pert little .skits 
smacked unmistakably of the cheap 
burlesque show variety, but the ac- 
tors, who are taking federal] money 
to carry out orders to the letter, 
put on the revue, anyway.

Law Versus Chance 


TENDENCY of the unen- 
J iisienea human mind to 

believe that it can ultimately 
better conditions, financial or 
otherwise, by resorting to what 
is known as the element of chance, 
is one of the delusions which seem 
to beset mortal existence. If un- 
corrected, it may lead the indi- 
vidual into most undesirable, if 
not, indeed, unlawful byways of 
speculative endeavor. It may also 
tend to keep him in * continual 
condition of unrest and disap- 
pointment because of unfulfilled 
hopes and expectations. Further- 
more, he may fail to see that hay- 
ing admitted what is called charce 
into his thinking, having accepted 
it as something, and consented to 
its so-called operation, he may 
see this attitude of thought ex- 
ternalized in his human experi- 
ence in ways which are not desir- 
able. The Apostle Paul said (Ro- 
mans 6:16), “Know ye not, that 
to whom ye yieid yourselves ser- 
vants to obey, his servants ye are 
to whom ye obey?” 

To yield oneself a servant to 
chance is to place oneself in a 
precarious position. Moreover, it 
means pinning one’s faith to false 
gods—to things which in reality 
do not exist, such as so-called 
good fortune, good luck, and so 
on. Anything which can change 
in a moment from what appears to 
be good to something which mani- 
fests itself as ill, was never good 
and never will be, for good is sta- 
ble, unchangeable, indestructible, 
never subject to chance, or swayed 
by untoward circumstance. 

What a contrast to such a pos- 
sible xperience is that of one 
whose thought and life are gov- 
erned by divine law! It means 
safety instead of danger, security 
in place of uncertainty and risk, 
stability and steadfastness , of 
thought and purpose instead of 


vacillating gullibility. Conformity 
to divine law in one’s thinking 
and conduct precludes any such 
thing as chance. Correct thinking 
resulting in right action brings its 
own legitimate return and re- 
ward. The more one’s thoughts 
and life are governed by the law 
of God, good, the more assured is 
one not alone of true prosperity 
and success, but also of safeguard 
from all ill... 

How reassuring it is to remem~- 
ber that as mental allegiance is 
transferred from any dependence 
upon chance to reliance upon the 
operation of divine law, not alone 
are we ourselves safeguarded from 
harm, but we are helping to safe- 
guard the entire world. On pase 
424 of the Christian Science text- 
book, ‘‘Scierce and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, 
writes, ‘‘Accidents are unknown 
to God, or immortal Mind, and we 
must leave the mortal basis of be- 
lief and unite with the one Mind, 
in order to change the notion of 
chance to the proper sense of 
God’s unerring direction and thus 
bring out harmony.” Who is there, 
who, having changed ‘‘the notion 
of chance” to “‘God’s unerring di- 
rection’? does not feel happier, 
more at peace, more safe and se- 
He has exchanged a pre- 
carious and unstable mental foot- 
ing, which Christ Jesus spoke of 
as a house built ‘‘upon the sand,’’ 
for one which the Master de- 
scribed as a house built ‘‘upon a 
rock,’ against which the winds 
and rain and floods of adverse

vine law is graphically described 
in the first Psaim in the following 
beautiful metaphor (Psalms 1:3): 
“And he shall be like a tree plant- 
ed by the rivers of water, that 
pringeth forth his fruit in his sea- 
son; his leaf also shall not wither; 


and whatsoever he doeth snall 
prosper.”’—The Christian Science 
Monitor.
